Thief Who Robbed Allegheny (Pa.) 
Jeweler Captured After a Hard

Two thieves entered 
the store when only one man clerk was 
there in the rear. He was the watch 
maker. One of the visitors walked up to 
him and started a conversation, while his 
companion picked up a watch and started 
to leave the store. Just at this time 
Emmanuel Shenkan, one of the proprietors, 
came in. The man with the watch dashed 
by him. The second robber, who was the 
smaller of the two, held the screen door to 
keep Shenkan from getting out, but the 
jeweler broke through the screen, and 
knocked down the smaller man. Then ! 
dashed across the street after the man who 
had the watch. 

Mr. Shenkan overtook the fleeing man at 
the corner oi Preble Ave. and Hanover St., 
and as he is something of a boxer, he went 
at the robber in the most anproved style 
He felled his quarry, but ihe robber, who 
was a big man, much larger and heavier 
than his plucky antagonist, arose hastily 
and gave Shenken a beating. 

At this point Policeraan Charles Webb 
came running up to the scene of the fight 
before the big man was free from Shenkan, 
and there was a most lively fight for a few 
minutes. Both the policeman and his pris 
over were used up badly, but the prisoner 
had much the worst of the argument, be- 
cause the policeman used his mace with 
telling effect. The prisoner then taken to 
Police Station No. 3, where he gave his 
name as John Sleska. The stolen watch 
was found in his pocket.

Recent Tariff Decisions on Drilled Opal 
Balls and Small Shells. 

A protest by the American Gem and Pear! 
Co., against an assessment of duty on 
drilled opal balls by the Collector at New 
York, was, last week, sustained in part by 
the Board of United States General Ap 
praisers. The decision fixes the duty at 10 
per cent. It is expected that the precedent 
will be followed by the Board in cases in 
volving the duty on drilled balls, made of 
other kinds of precious and semi-precious 
stones.

“Following the decision cited, we sustain 
the protest to the extent indicated and re 
verse the Collector’s decision.” 

In sustaining a protest by the American 
Bead Co., against an assessment of duty 
by the Collector of New York, the Board of 
United States General Appraisers held, last 
week, that small shells, each crudely pierced 
with a single hole for stringing purposes, 
polished by the action of an acid bath in 
the process of cleansing and not by abrasion, 
are free of duty under Par. 635, Tariff Act 
of 1897, and not dutiable at the rate of 35 
per cent. ad valorem under Par. 450 of said 
act. 


International Silver Co. Asks New In- 
junction Against William H. 
Rogers. 

Newark, N. J., July 22.—In the Chancery 
Court in Trenton, last week, by A. & W. T. 
Day, of Newark, counsel for the Inter- 
national Silver Co., asked for a rule in the 
suit to enjoin William H. Rogers, of Plain- 
field, N. J., from carrying on the silver 
plating business in his own name or from 
using his name as a trade-mark or part 
of a trade-mark. The bill filed is supple- 
mental to that filed in the original cause 
in 1901, which was directed against the 
William H. Rogers Mfg. Co. Vice-Chan- 
cellor Stevens granted a rule returnable 
on Sept. 12. 

Annexed to the bill are affidavits of 
George H. Wilcox, the vice-president and 
manager of the International Silver Co., and 
of others, in which it is alleged that de- 
partment stores in various cities are selling 
the defendant’s goods and advertising them 
as “Rogers’ Silver Plate.” “It is set forth 
that after a decision last March by the 
Court of Errors and Appeals, enjoining the 
William H. Rogers Co. from the use of the 
name Rogers as a trade-mark or part of a 
corporate title, the defendant filed a certifi- 
cate changing its corporate name to the 
Plainfield Silver Plate Co. Subsequently it 
is averred, William H. Rogers, the presi- 
dent of the old company, bought in the en- 
tire assets of the Plainfield Silver Plate Co., 
and has since been carrying on the business 
as an individual, placing goods on the mar- 
ket bearing as part of the trade-mark his 
abbreviated name, to wit: “Wm. H. 
Rogers.” 

Some of the affidavits attached to the bill 
are made by persons who purchased goods 
of the defendant at the factory office in 
Plainfield, at the sales office in New York 
and in department stores. Their purchases 
have been marked for identification, and 
will figure in the case as exhibits. 

It is said that the present suit to enjoin 
an individual from the use of his own name 
is somewhat unique.

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Death of William R. Alling. 
aa. 


In the death of William Robinson Alling, 
the president of Alling & Co., manufactur- 
ing jewelers at Newark, N. J., with offices 
at 180 Broadway, New York, there passed 
from the trade a man who for many years 
had occupied a prominent and hon- 
orable position. Mr. Alling, as an- 
nounced in Jast week’s edition of THE 
CIRCULAR-WEEKLy, died July 17, at 
his home 974 Broad St., Newark. 

The deceased was born June 10, 
1831, in Madison, Ind., coming of a 
family that was active in the early 
settlement of the Connecticut Col- 
onies, Rodger Alling, who settled 
in 1638 in New Haven, having served 
several terms as Treasurer of the 
Colonies. As early as 1698 one 
branch of the family made its ap- 
pearance in Newark, N. J., where was 
born the father of the subject of this 
sketch, John Alling, a graduate of 
Princeton College, who was looked 
upon as a man of unusual ability 


and influence in his community. 
The elder Alling married Jane 
Robinson of Baltimore and moved 


to Indiana where William R. Alling ‘ 
was born. 

At the age of 16 young Alling left 
his home in Indiana and went to 
Newark, his father’s native city, 
where he entered the employ of his 
uncle, Clarence Alling, who was a 
clothing manufacturer with a large 
southern trade. After a short time 


the nephew left his uncle’s employ 
and began to work for Thomas 


Hunt & Co., who then had a cloth- 
ing business at William and Platt 
New York. 

In 1856, when he was 25 years old, Mr. 
Alling accepted an offer to travel for the 
jewelry house of Alling Bros. & Co., in

When Mr. Alling first went ts» Newark 
he became identified with the Park Presby 
terian Church, and was a trustee when the 
new edifice was built, at Belleville Ave. and 
Kearny St. In 1879 owing to the remote 
ness of this church from his home, he 
transferred his membership to the South 
Park Presbyterian Church, with which he 
had been since affiliated. 

Thoroughly domestic in his habits Mr 
Alling had little time for diversions apart 
from his business and his home. He tool 
no part in politics except as a conscientious 
voter. Historical subjects were always at 
tractive to him = and he encouraged 
and took part in researches. He was 
member of the New Jersey Historical 
Society and the Washington Association 
of Morristown, N. J. 

In temperament there was about Mr. 
Alling a dignity which did not lessen the 
many lovable qualities known to his friends 
and associates. He was readily approach 
able and his impulses were always kind. 
Because of his long career with the trade 
he was thoroughly familiar with the hap 
penings of former days both in New York 
and Newark so that at his command was a 
fund of anecdotes which were of 
much interest on occasion when his friends 
led him into a reminiscent mood. 

His health had been quite satisfactory 
until a few months ago when he was taken 
ill while on his way to attend a funeral 
in Newburgh, N. Y. In the earlier part of 
the Summer he went to Lake Hopatcong, 
from which place he was brought home in 
feeble health July 9, and gradually grew 
worse until his death. 

In 1859 Mr. Alling married Miss Emma 
Louise Downing of Newark, who survives 
He also leaves two sons, John D. Alling, 
and Madison D, Alling, and a brother, Chas 
Alling, who resides at Madison, Ind. 

The funeral services were conducted 
Thursday at his home by the Rev. Lyman 
Whitney Allen, the pastor of the South 
Park Presbyterian Church. There was a 
large attendance of friends including many 
representatives of the jewelry trade in 
Newark and New York who desired to 
testify to the high esteem in which they held 


their departed associate. There were sev 
eral beautiful floral testimonials, including 
a large wreath from the employes. The 


honorary bearers were Dr. Joseph C 
Young, Louis Hood, Samuel W. Baldwin, 
Oscar B. Mockridge and George R. Gray, 
Newark; Edward A. Day, Morristown; 
Edwin S. Leckom, Montclair, and J. C-. 
Aiken, New York. The active bearers of 
the casket were men who had been in the 
employ of the house for periods of from 20 
to 40 years. They were Oliver Van Horn, 
George W. Taylor, Newton Seely, Andrew 
Dolan, Julius Becker and Jacob Meisen 
backer. All the employes of the factory and 
of the New York offices and salesrooms 
attended the funeral. The remains were 
in a plain but massive mahogany casket 
Interment was made in the Alling family 
crypt in Mt. Pleasant cemetery.

Death of Bernard Redepenning. 

Cuicaco, July 24—Bernard Redepen- 
ning, a well-known optician and jeweler, at 
732 W. Madison St., died of heart disease at 
noon, Wednesday, after a few minutes’ 
swim in the pool of the Chicago Athletic 
Association. His death came as a great 
shock to his many friends in the trade here. 

Mr. Redepenning was fond of aquatic 
sports and was to have attended the meet- 
ing of the American Association of Opti- 
cians held at Minneapolis, July 24 to 27. 
One of the features of the meeting was to 
have been a mile swimming match between 
himself and William Boeringer of St. Paul. 
Mr. Redepenning entered the club and in- 
tended to do a little practising for his com- 
ing race. After swimming around the pool 
twice he stood up with an agonized look 
on his face and then fell to his knees in the 
water. J. T. Brayton instantly summoned 
help and six doctors tried to resuscitate the 
stricken man, but without avail. He died 
before he could be removed. 

Bernard Redepenning was 46 years of 
age and prior to coming to this city in 
1904 had traveled all over the world. He 
was a mechanical genius and recently in- 
vented a watch movement made to run 72 
hours with one winding. He had interested 
some capital to market this movement and 
only a few days before his death had been 
granted his foreign patents on his inven- 
tion, During a stay in England he made a 
watch for Li Hung Chang and a framed 
testimonial from that prince adorned the 
walls of Mr. Redepenning’s store, together 
with many testimonials from the nobility. 


Of late Mr. Redepenning had paid special 
attention to optics and had made a success 
of his new departure since graduating from 
the Northern Illinois College of Ophthal- 
mology and Otology. Personally Mr. Re 
depenning was beloved by all who knew 
him. He was a lover of a good joke and 
always looked on the bright side of life. 
He never married and occupied bachelor 
quarters above his store. His sister, Mrs. 
Banning, will continue the business.

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Court Refuses Allowances to Attorneys 
in the Bankruptcy of Arthur M. 
Felson. 


Utica, N. Y., July 19.—Judge Ray to- 
day filed an important decision as far as 
the creditors of Arthur M. Felson, former 
jeweler at Gouverneur, are concérned. 
Judge Ray disapproves of the allowances 
to various lawyers made by Referee Tul 
loch at Ogdensburg, and deducted about 
$5,000, which will go into the trustee’s 
fund for the creditors Hastings & 
Gleason, attorneys for the Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation and Board of Trade, who also acted 
as attorneys for the trustee, objected to 
the allowances which the court has now 
disapproved. 

The matter was up before Judge Ray on 
a petition for review of the order of 
Referee Tulloch, in making allowances 
from the estate to the trustee, attorney for 
the trustee and to attorneys for certain 
creditors at the final meeting of creditors, 
May 20. The decision by Judge Ray states 
that Hastings & Gleason, New York, were 
employed by the trustee as his attorney. 
The charges against the bankrupt amounted 
to $29,000, but only $24,000 was proved and 
allowed The amount realized upon the 
assets was $2,433.62. Felson was permitted 
to purge himself of proceedings when he had 
been adjudged guilty of contempt of court 
in failing to pay assets over to his trustee. 
He was allowed to settle for $3,400, making 
the total assets $5,743.62 and the expendi- 
tures of the trustee uP to the time he filed 
his report were $1,087.26, leaving a balance 
of $4,656.36 for esadiinan subject to the 
payment of administration charges 

Judge Ray says that at all the hearings the 
bankrupt was persistently concealing | his 
property and it was the duty of the trustee, 
representing all creditors, to employ all 
necessary counsel and vigorously prosecute 
all inquiries as to the assets. Creditors, 
the court says, could appear in the proceed 
ings personally or by counsel if they saw 
fit, but at their own expense and not at the 
expense of the estate. There is no evidence 
that the trustee failed in his duty or failed 
to press the matter of intentional and 
fraudulent concealment against Felson with 
promptness and vigor. The court will not 
even under Subdivision B, Sec. 64, as 
amended, permit creditors generally to 
come with their attorneys to the aid of the 
trustee, seeking to recover property be- 
longing to the bankrupt and concealed by 
him and have an allowance for their ex 
pense or attorneys charges made out of the 
estate. The amendment gives no such li 
cense as this and clearly such a course was 
not permissible prior to this amendment.

interesting Interview on the Dia- 
mond Fields of British Guiana. 

Because of the constantly increasing 
price of the South African diamond, and 
the growing scarcity of certain sizes and 
the grades of stones, talk is occasionally 
heard in the trade as to the possibilities of 
other fields. A representative of THe Ctr 
CULAR-WEEKLY called one day, recently, 
on R. R. Fogel, of R. R. Fogel & Co., lif 
Broadway, New York, president of the Co- 
rona Diamond Syndicate, and asked what 
progress had been made in British Guiana 
fields. 

This syndicate succeeded to the property 
formerly held by Armeny, Fogel & Leggatt, 
and for several years has been developing 
the field in a moderate way. Mr. Fogel, 
while conservative in his statement as to 
what has been accomplished, freely 
presses his opinion that in time British 
Guiana diamond fields will become a factor 
of commercial importance in the diamond 
business. 

In response to questions he said that the 
present output of the entire district is about 
10,000 carats a year, and there has been no 
material increase in recent years. Most 
of the companies send their output to Eu- 
rope. This company brings to New York 
all the stones that are three-quarters of a 
carat or larger. He says that the stones 
now being found are somewhat larger than 
formerly, ranging up to two carats. The 
stones that are three-quarters of a carat or 
upward are sold in the American market, 
while the smaller stones are sent to Europe. 

“As to color,” said Mr. Fogel, “our stones 


€xX-. 
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are clear; from 95 to 98 per cent. are pure 
white or bluish white, but the balance 
comes in a variety of colors. ‘The hardness 
is greater than that of the South African 
stone, and this is a drawback in cutting. 
On the other hand, the form is usually 
closer to that of a perfect diamond than is 
the form of a South African stone, so that 
we do not cleave our stones. While extra 
labor is involved in cutting and polishing 
results are nevertheless entirely satisfac- 
tory in producing the fine quality of gems. 
Out of 2,000 carats which I received, only 
two carats were rejected by the cutters, so 
that the percentage of available 
you see is remarkably high.” 

“Do you think that the output can be in- 
creased ?”’ 

“All the companies in British Guiana have 
confined their efforts thus far to the allu- 
vial deposits. Nobody has penetrated be- 
low the bed rock, so that we cannot say 
what will be found when the actual min- 
ing is begun. Experts have made reports 
indicating splendid possibilities.”

“Why have not these fields been 
developed more fully?” 
“The question is one of expense. Do- 


mestic labor is not highly paid, but the cost 
of transporting labor to the diamond 
fields is heavy. The men usually work 
four months at a time in the fields, and then 
go back to their homes. Our field is four 
degrees above the Equator, and because of 
the climate it is not possible to get men to 
remain there all the year round. The work 
can be conducted without interruption, how 

ever, in relays, and that is the way we do it.

this too without any unusual wear. In 
such clocks as are mentioned above this 


method is to be preferred. The oscillations 
of the pendulum are thereby kept within 
moderate bounds. A clock of this sort often 
comes under our notice though it is not 
officially under our care and we find that it 
runs very well dry. A strange clockmaker 
being called time was. unpleasantly 
moved by the low- squeaking of the dry 
anchor. He immediately sought to obviate 
it by a generous supply of oil; being re 
lieved of the so necessary friction the pend- 
ulum gradually began to swing more widely 
and it was not long before the suspension 
spring broke. 

In tower clocks provided with 
large dials there ought to be a separation of 
the power which drives the hands from that 
which drives the train connected with the 
escapement. The resistance offered by sev- 
eral pairs of hands, which are more or less 
exposed to all sorts of weather is anything 
but uniform. After overcoming this vary- 
ing resistance there is sometimes more and 
sometimes less of the driving power left. 
Such differences in the motive force are 
not very suitable to a clock with a Graham 
escapement. We have finally arrived at that 
peint where we now build a special train 
for the hands and one for the pendulum and 
escapement. 

Like the strike work the hands’ train is 
provided with a fly and this is periodically 
tripped by the clock-work whereupon it 
runs for a giver space of time, when it 
stops and remains inactive until the next 
lifting. The hands’ train attends to the 
starting of the strike-work. The total separ- 
ation of the driving parts of the clock may 
be avoided by combining trains in the one 
frame but with separate winding devices. 
We have a clock of this sort in our vicinity 
and we are pleased to describe its import- 
ant features. The hands’ train has three 
wheels and ends in a worm gear. 

The upright tangent worm, situated upon 
the fly axis, is held in check by the shoulder 
a which comes in contact with the arm h 
which has its fulcrum just above the center 
wheel M. Upon the other arm i of this 
lever is situated a pivot hole. (See Fig. 11.) 
If we consider the center wheel M as.a 
part of the hands-train then the clock-work 
proper consists only of two wheels, viz., 
the third wheel Z and the escape wheel G. 
A pin in the third wheel rests in the hole 
in the arm; the pinion to the right of the 
center wheel takes into it the horizontal 
lever arm h, which is loaded with an ad- 
justable weight. L presses the pinion to one 
side and thereby drives the going work. All 
the other parts, even the center wheel and 
hands remain inactive. Only when the 
iever descends far enough to relieve the pin 
at a does this move and while the fly is 
running the hands move forward one min- 
ute. Through the movement of the center 
wheel the lever arm is again raised and thus 
the action goes on. The clock work is not 
at all affected by this lifting or winding mo- 
tion which is repeated every minute, but 
runs along quietly and, if we disregard the 
effects arising from the condition of the oil, 
we imay say with a uniform energy. Viewed 
theoretically this arrangement possesses two 
faults: First, the meshing of the pinion 
of the third wheel is not of uniform depth 
(the turning point of the arm ought to be 


one

axis of the center wheel) and secondly, the 
axis of the third wheel is moved obliquely 
to and fro. In practice these faults do not 
make themselves felt. 

The escapement when compared with a 
true Graham shows some remarkable devia- 
tions: the claws are worked out for a slight 
recoil to counteract in this way the chang- 
ing influences of the oil. The escapement is 
oiled and the clock runs very well. The 
pendulum has a wooden weighs 6 
kilogs. and makes 50 vibrations a minute. 
Chere is scarcely any repair work at all on 
a turret clock that is kept in order by an 
expert. It must be thoroughly oiled from 
time to time and the drippings well wiped 
off. Good neats foot oil is best for this 
purpose and in order to keep it fluid a little 
vaseline oil should be mixed with it. Even 
in winter when this oil gets of the con- 
sistancy of lard it is still the best for the 
purpose. It is not advisable to use water 
thin sewing machine oil, which is made up 
almost entirely of vaseline oil, for clocks 
because it does not possess enough body to 
lubricate the parts under the heavier pres- 
sures. Considerable-is added to the succes 
of keeping a clock in order if the teeth of 
the wheels and pinion-leaves are occasion- 
ally wiped off with an oiled cloth or bit of 
cotton waste, this being done to prevent the 
undue accumulation of grinding particles 
of dirt and grit. Properly speaking the 
gearing of a clock should never be oiled; 
by this is meant the pouring of oil upon 
them or smearing them with a grease paste, 
for this would bring about the very cond:- 
tions that we have just sought to avoid by 
the use of the oiled rag, viz., a very dirty 
clock work. 

If the works of the turret clock could be 
well housed in a practically dust proof 
room, well lighted and of sufficient dimen- 
sions to permit of getting comfortably at 
the parts and providing room for an un- 
cramped winding station, much of the an- 
noyance now experienced in attending upon 
such a tower clock would be avoided and the 
extra life of the works and reduced cost of 
maintenance would more than pay for 
initial outlay.

A Nickel-Chromium Alloy. 
A NON-MAGNETIC balance with com 
pensating strips composed of an alloy 
of nickel with at least seven per cent. of 
chromium and sometimes with the addition 
of one per cent. of manganese, has recently 
been patented in England by Dr. C. E. Guil- 
laume, of the Sevres office of Weights and 
Measures, to whom we are indebted for 
his researches which have revealed the fact 
that steel liberally alloyed with nickel pro- 
duces a compound with a very small co- 
efficient of expansion. Compensation bal 
ances constructed with such steel have giv- 
en excellent results, when employed in 
observatory trials of chronometers. 

The inventor of the new nickel and 
chromium alloy tells us nothing of the co 
efficient of expansion and this point is left 
to us by conjecture, but the high character 
of the inventor authorizes us to speculate 
that he has not taken any step backward, 
and we may hope to be agreeably surprised 
when further details are communicated,

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When New York’s Jewelry Shopping Was | 


Done on the Bowery. 

THE PROVINCIAL PERIOD. 
HEN the English novelist, Thack- 
eray, upon his first visit to the New 
World, investigated the interesting places 
and people of its greatest city, New York, 
in his pursuit of that “rare bird” and 
then plentiful “Bowery boy,” he sought 
him in his native lair, in the immediate 
neighborhood of what, owing to the many 
gold and silversmith’s stores, was popular- 

ly known as “Jeweler’s Row.” 

J. H. Johnston, stili active in business, 
was even at that time an active factor of 
“Jeweler’s Row,” and has in his possession 
as relative to the time and the incident, a 
portrait of a boy of this description, not 
totally inconsistent with the picture of the 
one made by Thackeray himself, for they 
both display a rough and rather coarse- 
looking lad of the “ready for a scrap at any 
moment” type. Thackeray’s readers will 
recall the fellow’s insouciant attitude as he 
leans against a lamp-post, his black hair 
plastered down with much care, a “love- 
lock” showing in front of his ear, a stove- 
pipe hat at a proper angle upon his head, 
and a huge cigar at an aggressive angle to 
correspond, protruding from his mouth. 
You remember Thackeray’s polite query, 
and the characteristic reply, “I want to go 
to Houston street.” ‘Well, I guess you 
can, sonny, if you behave yourself.” 

The incident and the personality are so 
typical of the time and the place, that they 
properly introduce us to the period of New 
York’s jeweldom, if the phrase is permis- 
sible, when the retail jewelry trade center 
of New York was along the west side of 
the Bowery, between Nos. 150 and 200. 
Perhaps no man living is better qualified 
to speak officially of this center than Mr. 
Johnston. It is true that he only became 
part of it in 1854, when it had already been 
established some 20 years. But he was 


. young and impressionable, greedy to learn 


all about its establishment and develop- 
ment, and from then on active in all its 
doings and interests. 

“Suppose,” said Mr. Johnston, “we cali 
this period, when the trade centered in the 
Bowery, the ‘Provincial Period,’ for New 
York was nothing more nor less in those 
days than a great, big town. My story will 
be largely personal and rambling, for it is 
impossible to range these things in mind in 
proportion. 





“Among the most prominent dealers 
then on the Bowery were Jackson & Many, 
of 150, with whom I[ was fortunate enough 
to find immediate employ. Other dealers 
whom I still recall were W. W. White, of 
178, who had begun there in the early “30s. 
Seth P. Squire, who had been in conjunc- 
tion with his brothers, but now had a store 
alone, at 182, and A. C. Benedict, at No. 
28, a name which still graces a Bowery 
jewelry store, having been continuously in 
use over 70 years. The Benedict interest 
has been sold out, but the name remains, 
and as a matter of relevance, Mr. Bene- 
dict’s children are present customers of 
mine. 

“In 1856, Jackson & Many dissolved, 
Many subsequently going into business 
with a partner, Many & Lewis, at Broad- 
way and Prince St., opposite the palatial 
store of Ball, Black & Co., opened a few 
years before, and one of the show-places oi 
the city. I remained in business with Mr. 
Jackson, and in 1859, when I was but 22, 
and had been with him but five years, hav- 
ing come before I was 17, he made me his 
partner, giving me a third interest. Aside 
from self-interest, I can say Mr. Jackson 
was the best man I ever met. Unfortu- 
nately he died within the next year. Mean- 
while I had married the daughter of Mr 
Many. My father-in-law, still living at the 
age of 89, must be the dean of the trade. 
He now lives in Red Bank, N. J. 

“Be it understood the Bowery never was 
the must fashionable, but it was the most 
popular shopping district of the city. We 
of ‘Jewelers’ Row’ were, however, the 
cream of the industrial element. Nor must 
you get a mistaken notion of the great 
East Side, which was far more developed 
and populous than the West Side. There 
were large districts of this East Side occu- 
pied by beautiful houses, the homes of the 
well-to-do. The swellest mansion of the 
whole city was that of Colonel Crosby, the 
father of Howard Crosby, 25 years ago 
New York’s leading citizen. This mansion 
was a palace, and with its grounds occu- 
pied an entire block. 

“After Mr. Jackson died, Mr. Bela 
Squire offered to put money into the busi- 
ness, but I already had a silent partner. So 
in five years and a fraction I had become 
‘boss,’ which makes the following perti- 
nent. I had come from Cohoes, where I 
had already had two years of experience in 
a jewelry store. A few months after | 
came into Jackson & Many’s store, and

while I still had hayseed in my hair, one 
day as I was working at the show-window 
Mr. White, a manufacturing jeweler, who 
often dropped in, a brother of the W. W. 
White referred to before, came up to me 
and twittingly bawled out, ‘Well, sonny, 
row you're here from the country, what 
are you going to do?’ I turned round and 
snapped out, ‘I’m going to stay here till 
I’m _ boss.’ 

“All the hearers roared with laughter. 
Mr. Jackson gave me a half dollar, then 
three times the amount it is to-day in pur- 
chasing power, and told me to go up to the 
Crystal Palace, at 42d St. and Sixth Ave., 
then away out of town, and witness a bal- 
loon ascension to take place that day. Fur- 
thermore, my bosses, on the quiet, raised 
my pay within a day or two. The retail 
jewelers of that day, much like those of the 
present, were supplied by local manufac- 
turers in the downtown districts, and also 
in Newark, N. J., and Providence, R. L., 
already looming up as industrial sections. 

“It was not until after 1875 that the glory 
began to depart from the Bowery, to be 
concentrated for a few years around Broad- 
way and 14th St., with a wing on Sixth 
Ave. The former center included Union 
Sq. The 25 years just past, which saw 
it flourish in these parts, might properly 
be called ‘The Metropolitan Period.’ Since 
the beginning of the new century, Fifth 
Ave. above Madison Sq. has _ becom: 
the great and elegant region for the retail 
jeweler and for all merchants catering to 
the artistic tastes and instincts of the rich. 
Simultaneously, too, New York has indeed 
become a great world city—the greatest, in 
my opinion, in its broadness and libera! 
attitude. So that this development ought 
to be dubbed ‘The Cosmopolitan Period.’

The Early Literature of Optics. 


(Résumé of an address by Pror. Sttvanus THoMpP- 
son, President of the British Optical 
Society, London, Eng.) 

O the student it is a matter of interest 
not only to consider the science in 
its present light and in its possibilities, but 
also to trace its earliest developments, for 
no science came jnto being fully fledged. A 
science must grow up by a process of 
evolution. Sometimes the science grew up 
from the theoretical side, sometimes from 
the practical side. One discovery led to 
another, and so the science developed into 
its modern form. It was intensely in- 
teresting, when they possessed a knowledge 
of the facts and laws and general prin- 
ciples of any science, to note how the 
thing grew; to note how the facts became 
known, how the observations were made, 
how they were correlated with one an- 
other, how simple laws were deduced and 
afterwards more general principles formed; 
and to watch how some point that was 
found out became fruitful in the course 
of application. 

His reason for recommending to young 
men this study of the early literature of 
optics was because he earnestly hoped that 
these young men (who perhaps thought 
that all they need know was to be found 
in text-books published within the last 
20 years) would become in time con- 
tributors to the advancement of science 
from either the theoretical or practical 
side; that they would be among those who 
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would carry the advance forward, apply- 
ing themselves to the pursuit of new dis- 
coveries and the observation of new facts 
If they were to do that they might be sure 
that the processes they would have to fol- 
low would be identical with the course 
pursued by those who devoted themselves 
to the science in the past. 

No one made an invention without some 
sort of preliminary training, and there was 
no surer way of learning how discov 
eries and inventions were to be made than 
to see how they had been made in the 
past, and to go back to the actual descrip- 
tions of those who had advanced any de- 
partment of knowledge. 

If they wanted to know what Newton 
did, let them not be content with the en- 
cyclopedia nor with the text-book of optics, 
but let them go to Newton himself; let 
them read his own book or published 
papers, his lectures, and see exactly how 
Newton dealt with the great subject before 
him. They might find at first some difficulty 
in understanding the ancient phraseology. 
Much of Newton’s work was written in 
Latin, but English versions of the same 
were available. The path of progress 
which Newton had to follow, the task of 
picking up this idea and that, indicated pre- 
cisely the course which every other dis- 
coverer in science must follow—the same 
course, and yet not precisely the same, for 
some discoveries were made by the process 
of calculation or theory, whereas others 
were made by experiments. Newton was 
the unrivaled example of both, showing us 
in his work the combination of mathemati- 
cal reasoning and experimental observation. 

For the purpose of the student it was no 
use to read a treatise telling how to make 
discoveries. Those who were interested in 
this direction must see what discoverers in 
the past had actually done. In reviewing 
the early literature of optics one thing had 
been borne in upon him again and again: 
that the theoretical advances and not the 
practical advances were the direct result 
of the thing having been thought out, so 
that the theoretical advance had been fruit- 
ful in some kind of practical application. 
In the work written by Dr. Joseph Priest- 
ley, more than 100 years ago, they had a 
treatise which was incomparable for the 
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view it gave of the early part of the li 
ature of optics 

The history of the development of op 
since Priestley’s time was practically 
written in any short form. Besides Pri 
ley’s history there were several others. 
instance, Fisher's “General History of P 
sics,’ in about five volumes; but it ° 
not merely from these comparatively m 
ern histories that he (the speaker) 
content to draw his materials.

QUESTION No. 1245. — Repolishing 
Jewels.—lVill you kindly inform me 
as to the method employed for repolishing 
the enclosed jewel? Would like to know 
the necessary speed, cutting and polishing 
substances and tools required.

ANSWER :—This subject is one that can 
hardly be encompassed in a reply in this 
department, but would require a volumin 
ous treatment more suitable for a general 
treatise which is furnished to a greater or 
less extent in some of our popular edi 
tions on horology, of which we car 
recommend the “Dictionary and Guide’ by 
F. J. Britten, an English author. The sub- 
ject of single operations appertaining to 
jewelry, may be answered here, but an ex- 
haustive explanation of the tools em- 
ployed and the various details of the dif- 
ferent operations are subjects for a spec- 
ial treatise of some dimension. 

Question No. 1246—An Alloy of 
18 Specific Gravity.—/ purchased a 
watch chain for solid gold, and it showed 
a specific gravity of 18 when weighed in 





water. A reliable assayer then tested tt 
and reported that it contained no gold 
whatever. Is there any way of making a 


metallic alloy of 18 specific gravity, with- 
out using gold or platinum?

ANSWER:—We know of no alloy of a 
specific gravity of 18 which could be com- 
pounded without pure gold, which is 19.35, 
or platinum which is 21.4. An alloy of 
platinum and copper might be compounded 
to a specific gravity of 18. and such alloy 
would not contain any gold. Possibly you 
may have been in error in ascertaining the 
specific gravity of the chain. 


QuEsTIon No. 1247, — Stub’s Steel. 
—Kindly let me know how I can tell 
Stub steel from other steel, and also 
siate the best way to harden staking 
punches.

ANSWER :—Stub’s steel rods can be dis- 
tinguished from other makes of steel, by 
practice only. The distinguishing feature 
of Stub’s steel is that it will harden at a 
lower degree of heat than common steel, 
that it will bend easier when soft, wil! 
contain no hard spots, when turned or 
filed, and in a word, will give less trouble 
in working, hardening, and is more satis- 
factory in The reasons for 
qualities in Stub’s steel are that it is made 
of the best iron, etc.,and only by men who 
thoroughly understand their business. 
Stub’s steel and all good steel will hard- 
en, when heated to a cherry red as seen

in a dark place and not in a bright light. 

For ordinary use, steel should be hard- 
ened in water at an ordinary temperature. 
For springs, steel should be hardened in 
fish oil, such as whale, or linseed oil. Cut 
ting for extra hard substances, as 
met with in the use of metals, should be 
hardened in quicksilver, but it must be re- 
membered when steel is hardened in quick 
silver it must be held below the surface as 
otherwise it will float on the quicksilver. 
To temper steel, it should be drawn to a 
good straw color for ordinary use, such 
as punches, drills and other tools. For 
springs and pinions, and stem winding 
wheels, etc., it should be drawn to a light 
blue, or heated in pure linseed oil, till 
this begins to flash or take fire. For cut- 
ting tools of some size, it should be drawn 
to a light straw color, and a little darker 
for delicate tools.

Question No. 1248.—Lacquer on Silver. 
I have tried to follow instructions given in 
a previous issue in regard to putting lacquer 
on silver, but when I combine alcoho] and 
collodion it turns to a sort of jelly; the 
collodion has ether in it obtained at a drug 
stcre. Why does it not leave a coating 
when it drics? Please give me the kind of 
collodion used and the amount of each— 
collodion and alcohol. C.F. ae 

ANSWER:—To avoid the difficulty re- 
ferred to, it would be best to purchase the 
white lacquer for silverware from either the 
Egyptian Lacquer Mfg. Co., New York, or 
from the Hanson & Van Winkle Co., New- 
ark, N. J. Those lacquers are the best 
known to the trade and give good results. 
The difficulty experienced in making the 
collodion varnish, as described in the issue 
of Nov. 25, 1903, is due to the perfect dis- 
solving of the collodion so that a perfect 
even varnish is obtained. If there be too 
much collodion the mass becomes jelly like; 
if too much alcohol be used, then it will 
cause the evaporation of the alcohol, there- 
by leaving too thin a coat for protection. 
A good lacquer should be like a thin var- 
nish, and if prepared as described above 
it should contain enough collodion to bring 
it up to the thickness of a thin varnish. 


Question No.1249.—Silver Protective. 
—After trying your two recipes for cov- 
ering the parts of silver when etching ! 
bought some ready-made asphaltum but 
this, too, failed to work. I was told ta mix 
the latter with turpentine or alcohol, which 
I did. I thoroughly cleaned the article and 
heated it before and after putting on the 
asphaltum, only to find that every time it 
touched the acid, tt would blister and come 
of like wet paint. I have tried this in sev-

eral ways but found none of: them suc 
cessful. I therefore take the liberty of ad 
dressing you once more, hoping that you 
will favor me with a reply as to the cause 
of this trouble.

ANSWER :—We refer you to the answer 
to Question No, 1179, published May 17, 
1905, which contains about all the 
tives for etching The protective 
should be applied and the tracing done be 
fore it becomes dry and hard. After this 
the pieces should be allowed to dry before 
the acid is used. The tracing may be don 
with blunt engraving tools, just sharp 
enough to cut through the wax, but not 
so sharp as to cut the metal. 

Question No. 1250.—Rust on Steel. 
Please tell us how to take care of Steel 
screws, etc., which have drawn dampness 
and rusted slightly. How can I clean the 
rust from these small pieces and preserve 
them? S. A. M. 

ANSWER:—Rust may be removed from 
steel by immersing the articles in kero- 
sene oil for a few days and mixing them 
in hot water and drying in hot sawdust, 
or by immersing in a mixture of one part 
of muriatic acid and four parts of water; 
then boil the articles in a solution of cya- 
nide of potassium and water; treat as be 
fore. Small articles of steel may be pre- 
vented from rusting by keeping them cov- 
ered with pulverized unslacked lime. Pol- 
ished steel, whether white or blue, may be 
protected from rust by being covered with 
parafine, rubbed on when warm. Screw 
threads may be prevented from rusting in 
their holes by being covered with black 
lead when being screwed in. 

Question No. 1251.—Jewelers’ Pickle. 

Will you please inform me of a good 
way to make a pickle to boil gold and sil- 
ver after it has been softened? G.H. L. 

ANSWER:—The usual jewelers’ pickle is 
made of five parts of water and one of sul- 
phuric acid. When something is wanted 
which will “‘take hold’’ more than this, a 
little muriatic or nitric acid is added to it. 
For Roman colored goods, especially, muri- 
atic acid is added. If the jeweler has 
trouble with a gold article, and it looks 
green or white after remaining in the above 
sulphuric acid pickle, make a pickle of 
strong sulphuric acid and saltpeter, equal 
parts, heat it boiling hot, hang the article 
on a hook made of copper wire and dip in 
the boiling liquid, then wash. If the color 
is not good, repeat the operation. 

QuesTIon No. 1252.—Testing Metals.— 
Please give me some simple way to test 
old coin and metal articles. A. R. 

ANSWER :—A very simple way to test va- 
rious metals is to lay them for 15 minutes 
in a strong solution of salt and water. If 
the articles are of real silver they will not 
change, but if they contain for the most 
part nickel, they will take on a violet hue, 
which increases in intensity the longer 
they remain in the solution. If tin be a 
part of the alloy, the articles will become 
of a dead gray. If the objects are dirty 
it will be well to wash them in ammonia, 
soap and water before testing. If there be 
so much verdigris on their surface that 
their value cannot be estimated, lay them 
in a solution of one and one-half part of 
acid and 50 parts of water, for 10 minutes. 
The verdigris dissolves rapidly away from 
the articles

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The Genesis of Oriental Pearls. 





UOTH the old manufacturing jeweler 
Q to a  CrIRCULAR-WEEKLY _ reporter: 
“Many data have been developed to prove 
by synthesis that the pearl-gem is the result 
of the obtrusion of a minute foreign sub- 
stance between the mantle or gills, or be- 
tween the body ard the shell, of the so- 
called pearl-oyster, the oyster thereupon 
covering such foreign body with its own 
exudation of the lymphy nacre, which, for 
its own comfort, is diverted from shell re- 
pairing to pearl producing. Pearl divers 
aver that as a consequence the pearl-bearing 
oyster usually indicates itself by its rougher 
or deformed shell; also that the smooth 
shells rarely contain pearls, 7. ¢., the oyster 
has concentrated its energies upon its shell- 
shelter, while per contra the pearl producer 
must have neglected its exterior in favor of 
its interior beauty. But such seeming neg- 
lect merits our condonation. 

“Here we may learn also a lesson from 
the humble oyster, as to the comparative 
values of concentrated effort, versus dif- 
fused effort. 

“The prized spherical pearl, as a rule, is 
found to have been formed between the 
frill-like laminze of the oyster, through 
which its nourishment is absorbed, while the 
irregular or baroque pearl is discovered 
elsewhere in the shell. The elongated petal- 
shaped pearl is termed hinge-pearl, being 
usually found adjacent to the joint or hinge 
of the shell bivalve. 

“All synthetic reasoning coincides in the 
resultant dictum that the pearl is formed 
by superposed layers of pearl nacre. I do 
not remember any analytical evidence. No 
one has ever had the privilege of remaining 
a sufficient length of time in a gem-pearl 
factory to learn how pearls actually are pro- 
duced, nor why they actually are. It has 
been my best privilege to study the interiors 
of many thousands of grains of pearls. 

“T don’t wonder that you are startled or 
mayh?p incredulous; I’ll explain: My man- 
ufacturing has necessitated the use of large 





quantities of both half pearls and whole 
pearls 

“The half-pearls, so-called, are some of 
them the hemispherical portion of free ‘but- 
ton’ pearls, or of the perfect half of pearls 
broken away from the shell’s interior; 
others, again, are really the better halves 
of imperfect round pearls, so made by saw- 
ing, or ‘splitting,’ as it is technically termed 

“The halving of a globular pearl is natu- 
rally through its center. Now, I have care 
fully examined the wrong side of thousands 
of half-pearls, noting the concentric rings 
or lines which indicate their onion-like con- 
struction; using a powerful loupe, it 1 
found usually that in the center is a speck 
or something other than solidified nacre; 
always a speck of material which is not 
identical with its surroundings. Picking at 
them with a fine-pointed needle loosened 
them, and under a strong glass it could be 
discerned that they were specks of mineral, 
vegetable or other composite matter which 
was the nucleus around which the nacreous 
matter was deposited. These specks had 
drifted, obtruded, within the shell of the 
oyster and between the frill-l’ke tissues of 
its mantle or gill; it was irritating to such 
delicate, mumous, membranous tissue. 

“If a speck of foreign matter gets into 
your eye, Mr. Reporter, just think of it! 
You’d want it out forthwith. If a particle 
of food inserts itself beside a tooth, you 
use a toothpick. But consider the poor 
oyster, who has neither toothpick nor friend 
to call upon to remove the mote as if from 
one’s eye. The alternative is to cover ‘t 
with its own smooth, pearly, exudation, 
thus to alleviate its own suffering, and thus 
continue to do, layer after layer, as it has 
it to spare, 

“Pearls have been poetically termed 
“Tears of Venus,’ and then by an easy tran 
sition, ‘The emblems of suffering.’ To the 
contrary, however, pearls are figurative of 
the alleviation of suffering; everything 
which goes to show their origin leads up to 
that conclusion. If we emblematize them 
ctherwise we have ‘Thrown away the baby 
with the water from the bath.’ Let me re 
peat to you and to your readers that pearls 
are the emblem of the alleviation of suf- 
fering. 

“Whether the unio-pearl, the fresh-water 
or ‘sweet-water’ pearl has for its being the 
same cause as the Oriental pearl, I have not 
sufficient data to reason from. Cognition of 
the Oriental pearl’s origin is, however, fur- 
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ther fortified by experience and observation 
in the safe drilling of many hundreds of 
them by a cue which led up from the theory 
herein propounded. My own experience 
has proven its accuracy and its efficacy. 
“Valuable pearls have been frequently 
cracked and rendered useless for their pur- 
pose by the ignorance of the driller that 
there is surely a central core, mayhap a 
speck of hard mineral in the linear course 
of the drill; in the latter event a slight 
scratchy effect is ni ticeable, if the drill 1S 
forced, whereupon it becomes ‘jammed’ be- 
tween the bit of grit and the opposite in- 
terior wall of the hole (if it has not cracked 
the pearl), and is probably irremovable 
Efforts to remove it will be about as futile 
as an attempt to mount a soap-bubble into a 
scarfpin, because of its lovely irridescence 
“Every pearl to be drilled through will 
not have—but each pear] for its own con- 
servation should be expected to have—a 
hard central core. This emergency should 
be anticipated thus: After ‘pricking’ the 
pearl for the centering of the drill, run the 
drill freely until its point approximates the 
center of the pearl; now run the drill slow- 
ly, watching and listening attentively for 
any scratchy internal obstruction. If found, 
promptly decrease the the speed Phen 
cautiously and slowly press the drill for- 
ward until one of its lips or faces will catch 
the internal bit of grit, which it will loosen 
and begin to twirl it around with the drill, 
within the center of the pearl, until the grit 
has itself abraded a groove around the in- 
terior soft, carbonate of lime composition 
of the pearl, sufficiently to permit the drill 
to pass by it and continue its course through 
the pearl with greater speed, but yet cau- 
tiously. It is, perhaps, unnecessary to say, 
if no obstruction be met that the pearl is 
throughout, and that the 


to 


homogeneous 
central core is of such substance as not 
resist the drill. 

“When bisecting round pearls the center 
thereof is in some instances found to be 
hollow and globular in form. A pearl of 
remarkably light weight in proportion to 
its size may be expected to show, if bisected, 
that the cause of its being is that when 
spawn was being ejected by an oyster one 
globule was detained in the gills or lamin 
thereupon was deposited pearl nacre by the 
industrious oyster, whilst the core decayed 
and was dissipated during the time the 
oyster was thus busied. You needn't smile! 
Working for human posterity, an oyster 1s 
a busy animal, building pearls while en 
gaged in domestic functions. 

“Perhaps you think me a man afflicted by 
a rush of words to his face. Now, have you 
ever seen an oyster in its travels? No? 
Well, I have, years ago, and it was traveling 
in a subway in New York City! I am not 
a man who rhapsodizes over trifles, but I 
assure you that in the old aquarium, located 
many years ago at Broadway and 35th St., 
I saw in a glass water tank an oyster dis- 
porting, propelling itself blindly by opening 
its shell, flooding its interior with water, 
then by suddenly collapsing its shell the 
water was driven forcefully outward, the 
oyster thus traveling ‘bog first’ by two or 
three inch spurts. It indulged in several 
such frolics, notwithstanding that Noah 
Webster defines an oyster as a bivalvular 
testaceous animal found adhering to rocks 
or other fixed substances.”
